HE trouble is to make the new club ex- 
clusive, and yet not too exclusive. For we

Or is 
Judge Klein’s Stevenson any more valued by the 
owner than the set of Stevenson which his office 
boy may have bought from a magazine agent at $1 
down and 50 cents a month? 

The bank president who bought that green- 
backed set of Balzac because it matched the tint- 
ing of his library well does not see why he is not 
as much a bibliophile as Edward Devoy or A. N. 
De Menil or James Reardon or any of the men who 
gloat over “finds” in second-hand book stores. 


So, if mere possession of books made one a 
bibliophile, the new club would have to meet in 
Forest Park. Even high membership fees wouldn’t 
keep the rolls down if poets’ manuscripts were to 
become as popular as are police court receipts for 
speed-limit fines. 

Therefore, the would-be member must have not 
only a past, but a future, as a book collector. 
Specifically, he must print, or help in printing, 
special editions of old works and limited issues 
of new ones.

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WHY DEATHS FROM CYCLONES INCREASE. 

What seems to be the continuous increase in 
the number of Western and Southwestern tor- 
nadoes and cyclones from year to year is easily 
explained. The increase is marked, but it is in 
the number of towns in the track of storms, not 
in the number of storms themselves. 

This increase is so great that the storms which 
once passed over great areas of country almost 
unnoticed, can hardly move in any direction 
now without passing from town to town, with 
an annual increase in the number of deaths re- 
sulting. None of the Texas and Oklahoma towns 
which have suffered recertly were on the map 
a few years ago. 

It is probably true, as has been said, that 








when the death rate from such storms in the 


whole great area involved, reaches its highest, 
it will still be below the annual death rate from 
overcrowding in unsanitary city . tenements. 
While this was said to prevent unnecessary alarm, 
it may present the importance of building bet- 
ter homes in smaller towns as well as in cities. 
Probably six in ten of all deaths reported this 


_|year from cyclones and tornadoes resulted from 


the fall of insecurely built houses. We may 
never learn to control such storms and it may 
never be possible to build a house which will 
be absolutely storm proof. On the other hand, 
where a cyclone passes, destroying a dozen houses 
and leaving half a dozen others standing near 
them almost undamaged, we are safe in not 
charging the loss of life to the carelessness of 
Providence. & 

The subject has been studied from almost every 
other point of view except this. If the use of a 
few steel rods in the right way will help to cut 
down the annual death rate by preventing homes 
from being blown down on their occupants, we 
have one more good use for the iron ore now left 
idle in Southwestern hills.

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ELEMENTARY MORALITY IN BUSINESS. 

Sig. Guglielmo Ferrero, the Italian historian, 
sees very clearly that the recent crusade in this 
country against high and frenzied finance was 
not a socialist outbreak; nor did it reveal 
America as a sink of corruption as so many for- 
eigners seem to think. In fact it revealed ex- 
actly the opposite. 

“It is the protest of elementary morality,” says 
Sig. Ferrero in his lates: Figaro letter, “that is 
embedded in every soul not blinded by passions 
or perverted by vice, against the artificial and 
‘sophisticated methods of the higher civilization. 
History affords nothing more tragic than this 
battle between elementary and eternal morality 
and the passions and interests of a complex civil- 
ization. Europe does not appreciate the gran- 
deur of this struggle because its living is ob- 
tained by artificial. compromises.” 

The diagnosis of this Italian philosopher is 
undoubtedly correct American life is not cor- 
rupt, and the American people are determined ‘t 
shall not JVecome corrupt. Therefore they made 
war on the audacious crimes of frenzied finance 
and nipped the unclean thing in the bud. 

In a rapidly growing industrial civilization the 
world's workers are confronted at every hour 
of the day by practical problems which must be 
solved before opportunity muves on. At first 
men do not always see the moral element in such 
problems, or they take a surface view of it with- 
out a@ scrupulous analysis. Under pressure of 
competition they have not the time to go into 
what appears to the practical mind the refine- 
ments of casuistry. The consequence is that 
men take for granted that if « “proposition” is 
morally blameless on the surface, it is so al! the 
way through, and in a few years monstrous 
abuses creep into business, grow and fester, and 
break out at last in a huge scandal. Elementary 
morality asserts itself and men aré then com- 
pelled to make the analysis which was not made 
when these “propositions” were first offered,

A curious example is found in rebating. It 
is doubtful if, twenty-five years ago, anyone not 
especially given to moral analysis, saw anything 
wrong in it. It was one of the allowable strate- 
gems of legitimate competition. But today many 
plain, practical business men whose eyes have 
been opened by the events of the past ten years, 
are saying: “Twenty years ago I saw nothing 
wrong in rebating, but row it is clear as day- 
light that it is flat stealing.” 

That is to say, elementary morality is revealing 
itself in practical business minds. And the fact 
that the revela‘ion comet so carly in the move- 
ment of expansion is the best proof of moral 
soundness. Conscience generally sleeps with one 
eye open. It never quite loses touch with the 


practical concerns of life.

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BRITAIN’S AIRSHIP SCARE. 

The scare, almost amounting to a panic, which 
has seized the British people because c* the re- 
markable performances of the German airships Is 
largely due to popular ignorance of the rules of 
civilized warfare. It is supposed that a fleet of 
Zeppelins might cross the Channel in the night 
and drop bombs in the streets of London, maim- 
ing and killing inoffensive citizens and starting 
a reign of terror. 

Unless the German Government should abandon 
all pretensions to civilization, this situation is 
unthinkable. Modern war makes a distinction 
between the soldier and the private citizen. 
Under modern treaties “private citizens are no 
longer murdered, ensl..ved or carried off to dis- 
tant parts, and the inoffensive individual is as 
little disturbed in his private relations as the 
commander of the hostile troops can afford to 
grant in the overruling demands of a vigorous 
war.” 

One of the first rules of civilized nations who 
are at war is that cities threatened with bom- 
bardment must be given due notice, so that non- 
combatants may have time to escape. 

Should Germany set aside this rule and bom- 
bard a city, such as London, without warning, 
she would be outlawed. ‘The theory and practice 
of modern civilized nations in their dealings with 
one another,” says an authority, “regard useless 
slaughter as murder, and consider all slaughtar 
useless, if not indispensable to the end in view, 
namely, the fair, manly and open conduct of war 
in the interest of its speedy termination.” 

Kaiser Wilhelm knows all this. British ed- 
itors know it, but_they also know that the ay- 
erage Briton does not «xnow it. And it pays not 
to inform them.

ASKS FOR COMMISSION 





He Opposed Recent Applica- 
tion for Writ of Habeas 
Corpus Which Failed.

John T. Milliken, brother-in-law of Al- 
Dert T. Patrick, now serving a life 
Bentence’ in Sing Sing Prison for the 
Murder of William Marsh Rice, made a 
long statement yesterday in which he 
Outlined his own theories regarding the 
Celebrated case and his hopes for the 
future. Mr. Milliken has furnished 
Much of the money used in the defense 
Of the convicted lawyer and he has been 
* untiring in his efforts to gain his rela- 
tive’s freedom. 

Mr. Milliken insists that Patrick is in- 
Mocent because Rice was not murdered; 
that the aged Texas millionaire died a 
metural death and that he was not 
@hioroformed by his valet, Charles F. 
Jones, as Jones testified. He bases his 
hepes for the future on inducing Gov. 
Hughes of New York to appoint a com- 
mission of physicians to investigate 
the case and make a report on its scien- 
tific aspects. 

Mr. Milliken declares that such a re- 
pert will show absolutely that the tes- 
timony of the experts at the trial was 
urscientific and false, that chioroform 
does not have the effect they swore it 
had, that an autopsy performed after a 
body has been embalmed will not show 
What the experts swore they found in 
the Rice autopsy. 

Opposed Habers Corpus Writ. 

Mr. Milliken opposed the recent ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas corpus 
by which Patrick tried to get out of 
prison. He said he had expected the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of New York to deny the writ 
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torney who went to New York. and in- 
vestigated the matter that there was no 
merit in Patrick's contention that com- 
muting his sentence from death to life 
imprisonment was inflicting a more se- 
vere punishment and he was certain 
Gov. Higgins acted within his consticu- 
tional right in preventing the infliction 
of the death penalty. 

A further objection that Mr. Milliken 
had to the habeas corpus writ, a pro- 
ceeding on which Patrick based high 
hopes, was that he did not approve the 
wholesale denunciation of District At- 
torney Jerome and the judges who sat 
in the Patrick case. 

Mr. Milliken said that he had met the 
District Attorney twice and that at the 
first meeting Mr. Jerome told him that 
he would lend all the assistance he 
could to prove Patrick’s innocence. In 
that interview neither of them dis- 
cussed the guilt or innocence of Pat- 
rick. . 

Evidence of Perjury. 

At the second interview Mr. Milliken 
said that he informed Mr. Jerome that 
if he would indict Charlies F. Jones and 
another Texan for perjury that he 
would supply the evidence to convict 
them, but that Mr. Jerome declined to 
do so, saying that he was pledged not 
to prosecute Jones. Mr, Milliken stated 
that he had in his possession absolute 
proof that the Texan committed perjury 
when he swore that he bought in Texas 
and shipped to New York the chloro- 
form which Charles F. Jones swore was 
the identical chloroform that he used 
in murdering Mr. Rice. 

Mr. Milliken said that District Attor- 
ney Jerome advised him in the last in- 
terview to not spend any more money 
trying to proye the innocence of Pat- 
rick, unless he could get Fred House, 
who was Patrick’s first attorney, to tes- 
tify that Patrick did not make a con- 
fession to him about the killing of Rice; 
that he (Jerome) had interviewed a 
number of the jurors in. the Patrick 
case, and they told him that they would 
not have convicted Patrick !f it had not 
been for the fact that Jones testified 
that a confession was made, and that 
Patrick and House sat in the court- 
room and heard this statement and 
neither of them took the stand to deny 
it. 

Mr. Milliken said that/Mr. Jerome told 
him that he was the Committing Mag- 
istrate before whom Patrick had his 
preliminary examination for murder, 
and that he would not have held Pat- 
rick on the murder charge if it had not 
been for Jones’ testimony about the al- 
leged confession. That outs'de of that, 
there was absolutely nothing in the 
case. 

Alleged Confession Repeated. 

“T am absolutely certain that the al- 
leged confession was not only used in 
the court against Patrick, but that it 
was retailed to Gov. Higgins in a con- 








because he had been advised by an at- 
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continued Mr. Milliken. “Not only was 
it given to Gov, Higgins confidentially, 
but I have reasons to believe that it 
was gossip among the Judges, who com- 
posed the Court of Appeals: in fact. 
Judge O'Brien in his dissenting opinion 
in Patrick’s futile appeal for a new 
trial rather hints at something of the 
kind. , 

“According to the position taken by 
Mr. Jerome, there is nothing left of 
the Patrick case but the alleged con- 
fession. I have no way by which I 
ean force a public statement from Mr. 
House. I went to him once with a 
written waiver of privilege from Pat- 
trick to tell me what occurred at the 
time that this alleged confession was 
made. House told me that he and 
Jones met Patrick tin the Counsel Cham- 
ber at the Tombs prison; that Jones 
stated that he had sent for Mr. House 
to tell him in Patrick’s presence that 
there was foul play fin connection with 
the death of Rice. House stated that 
Patrick said to him: ‘Mr. House, this 
is the first time I have heard of any- 
thing of the kind, and Jones must not 
implicate me in such a _ transaction, 
for if the death of Mr. Rice was felon- 
ious, I am innocent.’ 

‘‘l afterward related this conversation 
to Judge Olcott, who went to see Mr. 
House in regard to the matter, and the 
next day Judge Olcott told me that 
House had told him that I had spoken 
the truth; Judge Olcott afterward con- 
firmed this statement to me in the pres- 
ence of Mr. H. H. Kohlsaat of Chicago, 
in the Judge’s office. 

“When Patrick was under sentence 
of death I called on Gov. Higgins try- 
ing to interest him enough to prevent 
the electrocution of Patrick, but al- 
though he treated me courteously, I 
could See from his demeanor that he did 
not intend to interfere with the_sen- 
tence, Finally, through Mr. H. H. hl- 
suat of Chicago, Gov. Higgins con- 
sented to let me take the matter up with 
his attorney, the late Dean Huffcut of 
Cornell University. 

“TIT visited Mr. Huffcut at Ithaca, and 
after going over Judge O'’Brien’s dis- 
senting opinion with him and pointing 
out the weak features of the prosecu- 
tion’s case, he finally turned to me and 
said: 

“Mr. Milliken, I am very frank to tell 
you that Gov. Higgins believes that 
Patrick made a confession to his attor- 
ney, Fred House,-and this information 
has come to him in such a way that I 
tear that he will not interfere with the 
sentence of the court unless you can 
show that there is some doubt about 
this confession having been. made.”’

business under the style of Barnard & 
Co. They were exclusively wholesale, 
and they built up a good trade with the 
limited facilities at hand. 

Like all the other merchants of that 
period they had to rely upon the river 
and wagon trains to bring in their 
goods from New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston and New Orleans, and the same 
avenues of commerce for their distribu- 
tion to the trade. In a year or two 
the business grew sufficiently to war- 
rant Messrs. Barnard and Peck to take 
in another partner. This changed the 
style of the firm to Barnard, Adams & 
Peck. 

Along about 1850 the business was re- 
garded as such a good thing that the 
market was fairly overrun with competi- 
tion. The firms then doing business 
were Charles S. Blow & Co., Bunding & 
Voight, Schuetz, Eggers & Co., Bacon, 
Hyde & Co., R. B. Snow & Co., Fran- 
cis & Bro., William Gleim, Matthews 
& Bro., Francis, Walton & Warren, 
D’'Oench & Campbell. In 1852 the firm 
of Vandewater, Loker & Co. opened at 
Main and Locust and the next year 
witnessed the beginning of the J. &. 
Merrill company. 

Started in Indiana. 

The Meyer Bros. company started in 
1852 at Fort Wayne, Ind., under the 
style of Wall & Meyer and transacted 
business with this city. for years before 
deciding to move here. In 1854 Mat- 
thews, Levering & Co. started a pre- 
tentious establishment at Main and 
Washingtan. Leonard Matthews was 
the senior partner in the business,’ and 
he is one of the very few of the pioneers 
in this trade still living. After the war 
Mr. Matthews achieved much _ promi- 
nence as a banker and broker. 

In 1865, when it was a settled thing 
that the war was at an end, the whole- 
sale drug trade began to prosper in 
earnest, and no less than half a 
dozen new houses joined the already 
large colony. These were conducted by 
Brown, Weber & Graham, Pike & Kel- 
logg, Dupuy & Johnson, Z. F. Wetzel 
& Co., J. Barnard, Champion & Co. and 
E. C. Pike & Co. Richardson, Mellier 
& Co. hung out their sign in 1867, and 
a year later changed it to the Rich- 
ardson Drug Co. 

Then came Scott & Mellier in 1868, 
and Donnell & Tilden a few years later. 
The Hopkins-Weller company and 
Daugherty-Crouch company were the 
next to join the fast-growing colony. 
The Collins Brothers Co., which was 
established toward the close of the ‘60s, 
grew out of a business pioneered by 
Henry Blakesley, who was the first 
patent medicine manufacturer to g0 
into business in this city on a large 
scale. 

One of the Collinses was in his employ 
and married’ his daughter. When Mr. 
Blakesley retired his son-in-law contin- 
ued the business, but greatly increased 
its scope. Later the Collins Brothers 
sold out to Jacob 8. Merrell & Co. 


Millions in Listerine. 

A number of the large fortunes en- 
joyed in St. Louls in the present day 
were made in this trade, and sprang 
from humble origins. Probably the 
most notable was the discovery made 
by Jordan Lambert which brought mil- 
lions to his children, who succeeded to 
the business. Mr. Lambert came to St. 
Louis from Virginia as a young man to 
follow his profession of chemist. He 
found employment with A. A. Mellier 
& Co., and proved himself a valuable 
man to his employers. 

Mr. Lambert was ambitious and in- 
dustrious, and figured on something 
else rather than working for a salary 
In his capacity as chemist 
he wak continually experimenting to 
get something that would fill a demand. 
The result of his labers was the prep- 
aration known throughout the world as 
listerine. It represented days and 
nights of werk, and almost endless ex- 
periments, but it was the pharmacal hit 
of the times. 

A company was organized and called 
the Lambert Pharmacal Co., to manu- 
facture and distribute listerine. The 
factory worked overtime to supply the 
demand which grew in leaps and 
bounds, but the pleasant gentleman who 
made the discovery did not live long to 
enjoy the fruits of his patient labor. 
When his sons, who were mere chil- 
dren at the time of his death, became 
of age, the business was turned over to 
their management. At present the world 
is the market for Jordan Lambert's 
chemical discovery. While the main 
producing plant remains in 8t. Louis, 
there are branches in many other cities 
in this country and Europe. 


Discovery of Anti-Kamnia. 
Anti-Kamnia was another discovery 
that built up some comfortable fortunes 
in St. Louis. Frost & Ruf, who former- 
ly conducted a retail drug store, dis- 
covered and exploited this preparation. 
Many of the larger manufacturers of 
pharmaceutical preparations in this city 
began with the making of some ene 
mixture for which there was a pressing 
demand. Then they added others, as 
the business expanded. The big Luyties 
eetablishment grew out of a retail store 
that specialized homeopathic remedies. 
In the evolution of St. Louis as a 
great drug and medicine market, the 
name of Dr. J. M. McLean is a conspic- 
uous factor. Leng before the Civil War 
Dr. McLean was an extensive producer 
and advertiser of proprietary remedies, 
for both internal and external use. He 
began this business as an assistant to 
Bragg & Co., who manufactured lint- 
ments as early as 1855. Dr. McLean 
built up an immense business and cap- 
ital, and spent several ordinary for- 
tunes advertising his preparations. 

He figured extensively in politics in 
the early ‘80s, and spent a short time 
in Congress. He experimented fer some 
years with some large guns which were 
almed to be so destructive in their re- 
sults as to make warfare impossible. 
The universal peace plans were not 
quite as successful as were the doctor’s 
activities in the world of medicinal prep- 
aration and exploitation. 

White Lead Industry. 

St. Leuls was ene of the first cities 
in-the country to extensively engage 
in the manufacture of white lead and 
paints, and in these respects ft is one 
of the most important markets in the 
world. When this was a very young 
city, the Blows, Colliers, Piatts and 
Thornburgs were manufacturing white 
lead on a large scale, and shipping it to 
el] parts of the United States. The old 
Collier White Lead Works at Tenth and 
Clark avenue, now operated by the Na- 
tional Lead Co., as the combination is 
called, is one of the oldest in the his- 
tory of the trade.

National. 

The paint and oil sections of the trade 
are splendidly represented with a num- 
ter of factories with large capacities. 
One of these establishments, conducted 
by Platt & Thornburg, has been in busi- 
ness continuously since 1846. Another 
old-time establishment is that of the 
Vane-Calvert Co. The Harstows, White- 
laws and Greggs have figured promi- 
nently in the development of this branch.

All of the 
great chemical houses in the country 
have branch headquarters ir this city to 


The business has been steadily grow- 
ing for many years, and in the financial 
flurry it was only slightly impaired. 
The leaders in the drug and chemical 
production and distribution take a cheer- 
ful view of the future of this industry.

Water Gains on Pumps All Night, 
Suddenly Ceases; Divers 
Find Fish.

GALVESTON, Tex., June §6.—A pry- 
ing porpoise or seahog, saved the 
Mallory steamship Concho with its 70 
passengers and cargo from the sea 
while 150 miles off Galveston in the 
Gulf of Mexico, Friday morning. 

The vessel was bound from New 
York to Galveston and had passed 
Sand Key Thursday night, when it 
was discovered that water was rap- 
idly filllng two compartments in the 
hold. The pumps were put to work, 
but all Thursday night made little 
headway, and Friday morning a wire- 
léss to the Galveston station said the 
vessel was filling. 

Preparations were being made here 
to send out another vessel when an- 
other message said the pumps had 
gained control and were keeping the 
water down. 

Capt. Young was overjoyed when he 
found the water in the hold had been 
reduced from 6 to 4 feet. Yet he could 
not account for the leak having 
closed of its own acccrd. 

When divers examined the hole 
about ten inches under the bottom of 
the vessel this morning, they found 
the porpoise wedged so tight as to 
practically prevent any water getting 
into the ship. 

The vessel must have hit a sub- 
merged wreck and the fish was 
sucked in ten hours later. The cargo 
ef cement and hardware is badly 
damaged.

For several weeks there had been 
complaints from the janitor that he 
found evidences of revelries in the 
schoolhouse on his arrival there in the 
merning. An invéstigation was made, 
but the culprits could not be detected. 
The school board met, and finally de- 
cided the depredations must have been

Asked for Confessions, 

Then came a bit of. mischief that 
brought the affair to a rapid climax. 
Signs were torn from downtown stores, 
carried to the assembly room of the 
school and hung on the walls. They 
appeared there in the morning when the 
assembly was called. 

Principal J. W. Browning pleaded 
with the guilty ones to stand forward 
and admit their part in the affair. He 
told them the gullt of a few was cast- 
ing suspicion upon the whole student 
body. Nobody responded to the appeal. 


Made Girls Confess. 

The School Board, hearing !mmedi- 
ately of the last prank, became exas- 
perated and sent to Decatur, 22' miles 
distant, for a pack of bloodhounds. 
These were taken to the school building, 
while 200 pupils were in the assembly 
reom. They took up the scent at the 
basement door, and suddenly the boys 
and girls upstairs heard them baying 
strengly as they struggled to get away 
on the trail.

| TELL SENATE UlL 
INQUIRY DETAILS 


WASHINGTON, June _ 6.—President 
Taft and Secretary Ballinger reached 
the conclusion that it would not. be con- 
sistent with the interests of the public 
service to divulge the details of the in- 
formation gathered in the oil fields of 
Mexico recently by Dr. C. W. Hayes, 
chief geologist of the Geological Sur- 


vey. This decision was communicated 


today in a message to the Senate from 


the White House in response to a Sen- 
ate resolution. 

Attached to President Taft’s message 

a letter of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, poiniing ont that Dr. Hayes re- 
ceived his information from the own- 
ers of the Mexican oi] fields under an 
obligation of secrecy. Dr. Haves, how- 
cver, submitted his conclusions from a 
persona! visit to the producing regions 
and these answer most of the ques- 
tions propounded by the Senate resolu- 
tion. These conclusions are stated as 
follows: 


Demand Exceeds Supply There, 
“While these fields promise to yield 


a large quantity of crude oil, its quality 
is such that it cannot compete under 
present conditions in the markets of the 
United States or Europe with the higher 
grade petroleum of the Appalachian, Il- 
linois or Mid-Continent fields. The de- 
mand for fuel ofl and refined products 
in Mexico exceed the supply .available 
at present in sight in the near future. 

“There is practically no coal in Mexico 
and the railroads now dependent upon 
Texas, Oklahoma and English coal could 
consume several times the present pro- 
duction of oil if it were generally adopt- 
ed as fuel. The increased production in 
the Mexican fields will affect the United 
States by reducing the demand for 
coal, by reducing the demand for high- 
grade crude oil for refining to supply 
the local market and to some extent 
by competing in the European market 
with American refined products. 

‘The conditions in the Mexican fields 
are not favorable for the small op- 
erator. It is highly. probable that pro- 
duction as well as refining will remain 
in the control of a very few strong com- 
panies.’’

and Fanny, in a white shirtwaist and 
hlack skirt, heard herself praised 
during the whole time. She accepted 
the compliments poured upon her 
with dignity, though her pleasure 
was undisguised. The reception guests 
were members ofthe Carlisle family, 
abcut twenty in all, and friends who 
have partaken frequently of Fanny’s 
cooking. 

Fanny didn’t have to cook the good 
things for her own reception dinner. 
All she had to do was to hear her- 
self praised and eat the fried chicken 
other hands had prepared. But Fan- 
ny pronounced the fried chicken first-

Distinguished Audience Present 
When Ambassador Jusserand 


Presents City With Medal. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 5.—Citizens 
of two republics commemorated anew 
today the reconstruction of a city 
practically #nnihilated a little over 
three years ago. 

San Francisco received from the 
diplomatic representatives of France 
a great gold medal conveying a sis- 
ter republic's acknowledgement of a 
heroic achievement, when Jean Jules 
Jusserand, Ambassador of the French 
Republic, handed to Mayor E. R. Tay- 
lor the splendid token of a nation’s 
appreciation. 

The presentation ceremony brought 
together one of the most brilliant as- 
semblfos since the earthquake of April 
18, 1906. Mayor Taylor presided, with 
the French Ambassador at his right 
hand and Gov. James N. Gillett at his 
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TAFT PRAISES 
MAGOON'S RULE 
AS AID TO CUBA 


In Special Message He Says 
American Governor Facili- 
tated Progress. 





WASHINGTON, June 6.—President 


Taft today transmitted to Congress, with 
a special message, the report of Charles 
E. Magoon, who served: as Provisional 
Governor of Cuba during the last Amer- 
ican occupation of the island. 

The President takes occasion to warm- 
ly congratulate Gov. Magoon for his 
services, both to the United States and 
Cuba, and gives high praise to Major- 
General Thomas H. Barry, who was in 
command of the United States forces. 

The message follows: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I have the honor to trans- 
mit herewith a communication from the 
Acting Secretary of War under date of 
May 8, submitting the report with ac- 
companying exhibits of Hon. Charles E. 
Magoon, Provisional Governor of Cuba, 
for the period from Dec. 1, 1908, to Jan. 
28, 1909, when provisional government 
Was terminated and the island again 
turned over to the Cubans. I recommend 
in accordance with the suggestion of the 
Acting Secretary of War, that this re- 
port and exhibit be printed. -I think it 
only proper to take this opportunity to 
sxy that the administration by Gov. Ma- 
goon of the government of Cuba from 
1906 to 1909 inxolved the disposition and 
settlement of many very difficult ques- 
tions and required on his part the exer- 
cise of ability and tact of the ‘highest 
order. It gives me much pleasure to 
note in this public record the credit 
due to Gov. Magoon for his distinguished 
service. 

“The army of Cuba pacification un- 
der Major-General Barry was of the 
utmost assistance in the preservation of 
the peace of the island and the main- 
tenance of law and order without the 
slightest friction with the inhabitants 
of the island, although the army was 
widely distributed through the six prov- 
inces and came into close contact with 
the people. 

“The administration of Gov. Magoon 
and the laws recommended by the Ad- 
visory Commission with Col. Crowder 
of the Judge Advocate Generals Corps 
at its head and put into force by the 
Governor, have greatly facilitated the 
progress of good government in Cuba. 
At a fair election held under the Ad- 
visory Commission's new election law, 
Gen. Gomez was chosen President, and 
he has begun ,-his administration under 
good auspices. I am glad to express 
the hope that the new Government will 
grow in strength and self-sustaining 
capacity under the provisions ef the 
Cuban Constitution. .

Geld Watch Not Found. 

It is known that Mrs. Teal had a 
gold watch, which a careful search of 
her effects failed to reveal. She may 
have had some money in the house, 
but not a great deal. If she had, it 
Was stolen, as only four cents was 
found in a cup in the closet of her 
room. 

When the police burst into her 
room Friday night, they found the 
body lying on the bed. It probably 
had lain there for at least 36 hours. 
There were no other evidences of a 
in the room than a smal] 


which had been crumpled up by a 
foot against the side of a small stand. 

Mrs. Teal’s scanty belongings were 
undisturbed, save for a few clothes 
which she had kept in one side of a 
kitchen safe. These had been hastily 
pulled out onto the floor. There is 
a possibility that the murderer, find- 
looking for, 
left the rest of her property undis- 
turbed. 

‘Two trunks in the room were filled 
with the useless flotsam and jetsam a 
lonely woman gathers and saves, 
trifles carefully wrapped and packed 
away. 

Mrs, Teal had lived alone since the 
death of her husband last January. 
She was given to intemperance. Lat- 
terly she had been without much 
Money, and had borrowed dimes from 
friends and neighbors to buy beer and 
whisky. 

Last Seen by a Woman, 

She was last seen Thursday evening 
by a woman, while crossing the street 
to her home from a saloon across the 
way. .No one saw hér Friday, nor 
thought strange, al- 
though her passage back and forth 
tothe saloons on the three corners 
within a block of where she lived was 
@ matter of almcst hourly occurrence. 
The people were so accustomed to it 
that they had failed to notice it. 

All Friday her little black-and-tan dog 
barked almost incessantly, but the 
meighbors were accustomed to this also,

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MURDER DONE WITH 12-INCH 
KNIFE, PHYSICIAN ASSERTS 


The wound which caused the 
death of Mrs. Kate Teal was the 
most extraordinary I have found 
in my’ experience. It must have 
been made with a knife, the blade 
of which was at least 12 inches 
long, wielded by a man with al- 
most superhuman strength. 

The blade of the knife, which 
was about an inch wide, pene- 
trated the lung and heart and the 
tissues for a distance of a foot. 
The same knife was driven 
through the woman’s skull] into 
her brain. By no possibility could 
a human being, not even a manfac, 
wound himself or herself in such 
a way.—Dr. J. Meinhard, Autopsy 
| Physician to.the Coroner. 











room occupied. by Mrs. Teal, and. the 
empty room next to it has a similar 
door. 

Each of the rooms has a window giv- 
ing out onto the gallery. 

When the police were summoned to 
the house after Miss Mary Luka, who 
lives in one of the front rooms, looked 
in at the window and discovered the 
body of Mrs. Teal lying on her bed in 
her room, they found the front or hall 
door of the room bolted on the inside, 
and forced it open. The window and 
back door onto the gallery were closed, 
and it was afterwards learned, while the 
window was nailed down, the door was 
unlocked. 

On the entrance of Sergt. Smith to 
the room, he, was savagely attacked by 
Mrs, Teal’s little black and tan dog, and 
was compelled to drive it off with his 
night stick. It took refuge beneath the 
bed, howling and barking. 

The body was sent to the Morgue 
after it had been examined, and the 
police arrested the occupants of the 
front rooms, who were held for exami- 
nation over night in the Magnolia Ave. 
nue Police Station, while their roonis 
were carefully searched. They were re- 
leased Saturday by Capt. Wilson, in 
command of that station, when he be- 
came convinced that they knew nothing 
of the murder. 

Mrs. Teal’s room was searched for a 
weapon. Her wounds were superficiall; 
estimated by the police who discovered 
the body te be four stab wounds on the 
body, one on the forehead and one on 
the hand, It was erroneously reported 
that she had also been shot in 
the side and i choken. The ex. 
amination by Dr. J. Meinhardt, the 
Coroner’s autopsy surgeon, showed thar 
she had neither been shot nor choked. 

“When I made an autopsy of the body 
to Téarn the extent of the wounds,” 
he said, “I. found first that she had 
been stabbed through the frontal bone 
of the head with such force that the 
Knife had broken through the skull and 
penetrated the bratn. The knife that 
made this wound must have been driv- 
en with tremendous force. There were 
several cuts and stab wounds on the 
left side of the body near the shoulder, 
and the back of her right hand was cut 
evidently when she was trying to de- 
fend her assassin. 

“But the blow that killed her was de- 
livered in her right side by a long, 
sharp, narrow-bladed knife, which tray- 
ersed her body horizontally through her 
lung and entered her hear* on the op- 
posite of her body. 

“This wound seems almost impossible 
of delivery, except by &@ powerful man, 
skilled in the use of the knife. It was 
a narrow, close wound and could have 
been made by either a long butcher 
knife, ground down to &@ narrow biade, 
such as butchers use in cutting steak, 


rience. It could only have been made by 
a man, Neither of the major wounds 
found on the body could have been seit. 
inflicted. 
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the fictitious stories, started by the mur- 
dered woman herself while drinking, 
that she was rich. She was given to 
boasting when drunk that she had $2000 
in a bank. 

She made a precarious living by do- 
ing odd jobs in a laundry and in pick- 
ing the meats from pecans, which she 
sold to confectioners. Three weeks ago 
she showed Charles Alwens, a porter in 
the saloon of Charles F. Sievers, Van- 
deventer and Manchester avenue, which 
she patronized, money which she kept 
ceived frequent remittances from a rich 
brother at Red Oak, Io. From letters 
in an earthen pot in her room, and toid 
him she had just been paid $20 by a 
laundry. She told all who would listen 
to her stories of wealth that she Tre- 
from her brother found in her room 
after her death the latter stories prob- 
ably were untrue. 

At all events her stories of her wealth 
found credence with many of her. neigh- 
bors, who were not loath to lend her 
small sums when she was without ready 
money. It was known that she hed @ 
gold watch that was worth close to $100, 
a relic of more prosperous days, which 
she frequently pawned when she was 
without funds. She got it out of paw 
less than a month ago and there is no 
record in the neighborhood that she has 
pawned it since. 

The theory offered by the police of 
the murder is that one of the men in 
the neighborhood, hearing of her wealth 
determined to get it. 

Entrance to her home was not diffi- 
cult. A man might enter at any time 
of the day or night without attracting 
attention through the passageway that 
leeds from the street to the back yard. 
At the corner of the. building is an open 
stairway up to the vacant rooms. He 
might have ascended either without be- 
ing seen by the people in the house.

Erroneous Publicationof Name 
Due to Secrecy Concern- 
ing the ‘Charges. 


The issuance of a bench warrant yes- 
terday afternoon, following an indict- 
ment charging embezzlement against 
Henry J. Bogard, missing real ‘estate 
man, has not shaken the loyalty of his 
young wife, Mrs. Hattie N. Bogard. 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch was 
unable to see her last night, but her 
father, William T. Nicholson, a cigar 
dealer, said for her at his home, 1123A 
North Vandeventer avenue: 

“My daughter thinks Henry will come 
home soon and that when he does he 
will be able to prove that he has done 
nothing wrong. Site has the utmost 
faith in him.’ 

Mr. Nicholson declined to express his 
own opinion of Bogard. “I know noth- 
ing what ever of his business affairs,” 
he said. 

The affairs of the Bogard family are 
complicated by the fact that not only 
is Henry J. Bogard missing but his un- 
cle, John J. Bogard, also a real estate 
man, is missing also. It was arroneous- 
ly reported and published in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday that John J. Bo- 
gard was the man indicted. There are 
no Charges against him. 

Loss on Nickelodeon Small. 

Mr. Nicholson was asked about a re- 
port that Henry J. Bogard had eo 
money in nickelodeon investments. 
said: 

“Henry had only one nickelodeon that 
| know of. That was on Lynch street. 
He ran it for about five months, but 
xot rid of it a year and a half ago. He 
lost $500 or $600 in it.’”’ 

John J. KHogard disappeared about 
March 1. His nephew, who is a son of 
Merrean Bogard, a member of the Leg- 
islature and against whom the bench 

warrant has been issued, ‘was reported 
to be missing six weeks later. 

It is not known on what transaction 
the indictments against Henry J. Bo- 
gard are based. Soon after he disap- 
peared, Henry Ittel; a retired barber, 
living at 3438 South Jefferson avenue, 
stated that he had loaned the missing 
man $2000 on Sidney street property 
which he found later had been made se- 
curity for. debts aggregating nearly 
three times its value. 

At the time Ittel made his loan John 
J. Bogard was a member of the real 
estate firm of Bogard & Stoltz. Ittel 
went to Stoltz and asked him if it 
would be safe to lend Henry Bogard 
$2000 on his home at 3520 Sidney street. 
Stoltz told Ittel that he thought it 
would be a ‘good loan.” 


Told Partner to File Deed. 

Ittel turned over to Stoltz, for Bogard, 
a check for $2000, which Bogard cashed 
and then disappeared. Just before he 
left town, saying he was going to Jef- 
ferson City to see his father, who was 
attending the Legislature, he .called 
Stoltz by telephone and asked him to 
file the Ittel deed of trust. 

The deed wasi filed, but Stoltz, who 
had becéme suspicious, called up an ab- 
stractor, whose name had been given 
by Henry Bogard when a supposed chain 
of title was exhibited. The abstractor 
told Stoltz that he had not been em- 
ployed by Henry Bogard. Stoltz then 
telephoned to Merrean Bogard at Jef- 
ferson City and learned that young Bo- 
gard had not been seen there. 

An abstract of title to the Sidney 
street property was made. It showed 
that there were debts amounting to 
about $12,000 standing against it. The 
property was valued at about $4500. 

Whether it was the Ittel loan or other 
transactions in which the Sidney street 
propery was involved that were made 
the basis of the indictments against 
Henry Bogard, has not been made pub- 
lic. 

Stenographer Signed Many Deeds. 

Miss Marie Antoinette Kirchner, fer- 
merly stenographer for John J. Bogard, 
said last night that she frequently had 
acted as a “straw party” in real estate 
transactions carried on by her employer. 
He deeded property to her and she re- 
conveyed it to whomever he directed, 
without ever reading the deeds. 

“Tl had explicit confidence in Mr. Bo- 
gard,” she told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
last night, “and felt certain that he 
would not ask me to do anything irregu- 
lar, or do anything irregular himself. I 
still believe in him and feel sure he 
has done nothing wrong. If he chooses 
to, go away without letting anybody 
know he bas some honorable reason for 
doing so.” 

Miss Kirchner sald she knew nothing 
of Henry J. Bogard’s business.

Dr. Kuhn Will Be -Instructed 
to Discharge Attendants 
Who Offend. 








EXONERATION FORHEAD 


Superintendent’s Friends Say 
He Will Not Be Removed 
From Position. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 5.—Charges 
against Dr. W. F. Kuhn, superintend- 
ent of the State Hospital for the In- 
sane, in this city, have been ‘taken un- 
der advisement by the Board of Man- 
agers. A decision is expected within a 
week. 

The allegations of extreme cruelty and 
neglect made by witnesses at the hear- 
ing, which started Thursday night and 
continued today, have aroused the com- 
munity. Several patients died soon aft- 
er it had been complained they were 
treated cruelly. Dr. Kuhn’s defense to 
specific charges today was a denial of 
each one. 

It is predicted by his friends that he 
will be exonerated, with possibly an 
admonition to improve the fare of the 
patients and exercise more frequently 
his right to discharge brutal attend- 
ants. 

Fifteen cases of cruelty were de- 
scribed by witnesses, and it appeared 
that Dr. Kuhn had discharged but one 
of the many attendants accused of re- 
sponsibility. Three attendants had been 
transferred and permitted to remain in 
the employ of the hospital, while others 
had quit ef their own accord. Some of 
the accused attendants are still working 
under Dr, Kuhn. 

The principal 


witness against Dr. 


Kuhn and the man who started the in-! 


quiry, was Dr. Thomas E. Graham, as- 

sistant physician in the hospital from 

April, 1905, until last month. 
Dr. Graham’s Charges. 

Following is a summary of the 
charges made en the witness stand by 
Dr.-Graham: 

Sept. 29, 1907..—Saw Thomas Yoakum, 
an attendant, assisted by several in- 
sane patients, place Ben la Bouf, a pa- 
tient, on a table, strip him and pour 
cold water over his body. Reported the 
affair to Dr. Kuhn, and Yoakum was 
transferred to the laundry. 

Noy. 4 1907.—Saw attendants in Ward 
80 drag patient seventy-five to one hun- 
dred feet by means of rope tied to feet. 
They stood the patient up on the edge 
of the poreh and he fell off. The pa- 
tient died soon afterward. Two of the 
attendants concerned in the affair were 
Hurd and McClellan. They were not 
discharged, but one of them since vol- 
untarily resigned. Dr. Graham and Dr. 
McKinley, in whose «ward the affair 
took place, reported it to Dr. Kuhn. 


Nev. 24, 1907.—Saw Thomas Turner and 
Ray Thorwell, attendant, beat, choke 
and kick Ben Hickey, a patient. Blood 
was running from Hickey’s mouth and 
ears. Ome attendant threatened to kill 
Hickey after Graham commanded them 
to let the patient up. Turner was stil! 
with the hospital up to last month, hav- 
ing been transferred to another ward on 
subsequent complaints of cruelty. The 
patient died some time after the inci- 
dent alleged by Dr. Graham. Thorwell 
remained at the hospital for several 
months. .The case was reported to Dr. 
Kuhn. 


Head Cut With Buckle, 

Nov. 29, 1907.—McDuff, an attendant, 
reported to Dr. Graham that he (M¢ 
Duff) had cut a patient’s head by strik- 
ing him with the buckle end of a re- 
straint strap. Dr. Graham sewed up 
the wound. McDuff was with the hos- 
pital several months after this inci- 
dent. Case was reported to Dr. Kuhn. 


March 110, 198—Found Ham Parrish, 
an epeleptic, suffering from a broken 
jaw. None of the attendants could tell Dr. 
Graham how injury was received, but 
Parrish safa the ‘‘bosses,’’ meaning the 
attendants, -had beaten him. After 
Graham neported the case to Dr. Kuhn, 
two of the attendants were placed in 
separate wards. This made them angry 
and they resigned. One of the attend- 
ants is still employed in the hospital. 

March 20, 1908—-Saw Cleo Myrick, 14 
years old, struck in the face by Lewis 
Otersen, an attendant. Case was re- 
ported to Dr. Kuhn, but Oterson re- 
mained as employe of hospital for #- 
most a year. 

Sept. 24, 198—Harry Reid was struck 
in the jaw by D. Atchison, an employe. 
Graham reported the case to Dr. Kuhn. 
Atchison remained in the hospita] until 
he quit,*a short time ago. 


Beaten With a Roller, 
Sept. 29, 1908—Saw one Creamer, an at- 


tendant, beating Sam McLain,-a patient, 
over the head with a towel roller. Re- 
ported the case to Dr. Kuhn, Creamer 
resigned voluntarily several weeks later. 

Dec. 23, 198—Reported to Dr. Kuhn 
an alleged assault by Strickler, an at- 
tendant, on Overall, a patient. Graham 
did not see this assault, but acted upon 
Overall’s complaint. 

Dec. 24, 1%8—James C. Graham, a pa- 
tient from Kansas City, was found 
strapped to a bench. He was covered 
with bruises, and there was talk in the 
hospital that he had been beaten by an 
attendant. Later Price, an attendant fn 
that ward, quit voluntarily. 

Feb. 2, 199—Saw Johnson, an attend- 
ant, throw Charles Morris, a patient, 
to the floor and kick him. Dr. Kuhn 
peta Psengeoae the next morning. 


e Deny Cruelty. 
These ioe ‘wane Y inthe ta in * detail by 


Dr, Graham and witnesses who, Dr. 
Graham said, would corroborate some 
of his statements, were called by the 
board of managers. Théir testimony 
was not as direct as his. Other wit- 
nesses denied that cruelty prevailed in 
the management of the hospital under 
Dr. Kuhn. 

J. H,. Phelps of St. Joseph testified 


first night he was there, He said he 
came to offer his testimony because he 
wanted “to plead with you people to 
treat these poor people’ in a humane. 
manner.” 

C. H. Islieb testified he took an aged 
man to the hospital, and that when he 
visited the patient, Feb. 28, 
the old man was in the hospital ward. 
He had bruises on his head and ap- 
peared to be injured internally. I made 
a complaint of these facts to Dr. Gra- 
ham,” said the witness, “and he told 
me I should be very careful about mak- 
ing such charges ‘unless | were sure of 
their truth. The patient, whose name 
was Frank Steffe, told me a week later 
that the attendant in his ward had 
knocked him down and kicked him. 
Just seven weeks from the time I placed 
the old man in the asylum, he died.” 

In defense of the charge in this case, 
Dr. Kuhn read from a clinical report 
by Drs. Graham and McKinley, show- 
ing that Steffe was senile and ‘badly 
disturbed’ mentally. Dr. Kuhn said he} 
asked attendants how Steffe was bruised 
and they. told him the old man fell fre- 
quently. 

Jacob Rosenfeld, a pawnbroker, testi- 





fied yesterday that his wife uied fn the 
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asylum. He said he visited. her fre-} 
quently, and he asserted that the food 
Was not so good as that furnished ia the 
administration of Dr. Woodson. She, 
had a special nirse until Dr. Kuhn 
‘came, Rosenfeld paying for the nurse. 

Dr. Kuhn told him, Rosenf sald, 
that he did not believe in special nurses. 

Rosenfeld said he paid a visit to the 
asylum one day, and found the nurse, 
for whose services he was paying, was 
missing. Dr. Kuhn explained she was 
a@way on a vacation, and the hospital 
could not afford to put another nurse 
in her place as that woula mean sal- 
aries for two nurses where they were 
being paid for only one.

10 ASSURE PEACE, 
CLARES PRINCE 


“World’s Strongest Fleet in 
North Sea,” Referred To 
by Admiral. 





KIEL, June §.—‘Everyone is glad 
that a good understanding of the 
Navy League once more has been es- 
tablished,” said Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia, representing his brother, Emperor 
William, at the annual meeting of 
the Navy League, held here today un- 
der the presidency of Grand Admiral 
Von Koester. 

“This organization,” the Prince con- 
tinued, “should devote itself to the 
furtherance and the carrying out of 
the legal naval program. In addition 
to a powerful army we need a fleet 
in order to assure peace.” 

Admiral Von Koester said: “We de- 
sire to live on the best of terms with 
all civilized countries.” 

Admiral Weber referred to the “con- 
centration of the strongest fleet in the 
world in the North Sea.” He said he 
hoped war would never happen, but 
that Germany, after recent occur- 
rences, was obliged to bear in mind 
the possibility of such a contingency. 

Admiral Weber rejected the idea of 
an agreement with Great Britain in 
the matter of naval construction. 

A telegram received from Bmperor 
William, said: “Our principal task 


in the future, as in the past, is to 
open a way to make the fleet popular 
and to create German sea power for 
the assurance of peace.”

WAR THHEATENS 


ROSEBERY TELLS 
NEWSPAPEAMEN 


Former Premier Warns Mem- 
bers of Imperial Press Con- 
gress as to Duty. 





LONDON, June 5.—The most repre- 
sentative gathering of British news- 
paper men ever held, took place this 


evening at the Garden Club at Shep- 
herd’s Bush, when 1060 journalists of 
the United Kingdom gave a banquet 
in honor of the 57 colonial delegates 
to the Imperial Press Congress which 
will open at the Foreign Office on 
Monday. 

Every section of the British Isles 
sent a delegate. 

The colonial visitors wil! make a 
strong plea for the reduction of cable 
rates and the laying of a Government 
cable across the Atlantic as suggested 
by Mr. Lemieux, Postmaster-Genera] 
of Canada, thus linking up the United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand, by an “all red line.” 

The movement will be started also 
for an Impertal Press Association, and 
the exchange of news between the 
colonies and England. 

The plans for the entertainment of 
the visitors include a garden party 
given for them by the Prince ana 
Princess of Wales, which will be at- 
tended by the King and Queen, an 
army review at Aldershot, a na- 
val review at Spithead, and a fort- 
night’s tour of England, and Scot- 
land. 

Roseberry Predicts War Soon. 

Lord Burnham presided at tonight’s 
banquct. 

Lord Roseberry delivered the speech 
of welcome. Referring to the forth- 
coming visit of the delegates to the 
fleet at Spithead, he characterized the 
present situation in Europe as omni- 
ous.

Country Annually Pays That 
Sum to Foreigners.

LONDON, May 27.—The Marchioness 
of Salisbury, who presided over the an- 
nual meeting of the National Poultry 
Organization Society at her house in 
Arlington street, emphasized the need of 
organizing the home poultry industry 
on business lines so that the home pro. 
ducers might not be handicapped in 
competition with foreigners. 

Forty millions ef dollars, she said, 
was worth fighting for, and that was 
the sum annually paid out of England 
for poultry and eggs. 

After a period of uphill work it seemed 
that lack of organization was really at 
the bottom of the difficulty which was 
met with in the English trade, she said, 
adding that the society had epened % 
depots, all of which showed a profit, 
and some a very considerable profit. 

An agreement has been made by 
which the Agricultural Organization So- 
ciety and their own society will work 
in conjunction, she announced. The im- 
portance of poultry work has been rec- 
ognized for the first time by the govern- 
ment in granting to the Agricultural 
Society an annual sum of money for 
organizing business in connection with 
small holdings, part of which was spe- 
cially ear-marked to be used for poul- 
try and its interests.

TOP PRICES AT ST. LOUIS 


Favorable Weather for Crops Con- 
tinues—Futures Unsettled at 
Higher Range. 


The price of cash wheat, unshaken tn 
its strong tone by the unsettling infiu- 
ence of the long step in values from 
the old to the new crep position, con- 
tinued, last week, to move upward.

Receipts ever}- 
where continue very small, and with a 
milling and shipping call that, while it 
is not particularly urgent, is most de- 
cidedly in excess of the supply, ex- 
plains the principal reasen for the soar- 
ing prices. There is no question about 
there being an actual and acute shert- 
age, and it was the resulting practical- 
ly unprecedentedly high prices on the 
actual wheat that was mainly respon- 
sible for the early upward movement in 
futures that established new high reo- 
ord on all deliveries.

NEW YORK, June 6.—When a liné of 
fat policemen, each one stripped naked 
to the waist and each one with his 
hands on the shoulders of the man 
ahead of him, have-to de a lock-step 
marathan around the old Sixty-ninth 
Regiment Armory, doing lap after lap 
until sometimes as many as nine miles 
have been slowly trotted, it is time, in 
the opinion of the tired veterans, for 
suffering humanity to rise up and give 
Pclice Commissioner Bingham a swat. 

That is just what they are going to 
do, according to the lawyer, Grant. 

The old Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory 
is used by the Police Department as a 
gymnasium, and there the police are 
supposed to do these exercises which 
will keep them in fine fettle. But, ac- 
cording to Mr. Grant, the armory is 
really a torture place and is used to 
inflict cruel, inhuman and illegal pun- 
ishment upon members of the force who 
have violated some of the rules. 

Mr. Grant said the Charter provided 
that dismissal or fining up to 30 days’ 
pay might be inflicted. 

Punished if They Falter. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ he added, ‘‘pa- 
trolmen convicted of minor offenses now 
are often fined two or three days’ pay 
and sentenced to 10 hours’ extra duty. 
That extra duty takes the men to the 
armory, where they are stripped to the 
waist and forced to march about the big 
drill hall, lock-step, Iike s0 many con- 
victs. If one fails to move fast enough 
he is pulled out of the line and placed, 
standing, facing a clock, with arms ex- 
tended opening and closing his hands, 
for eight minutes at a time.

The Illinois team was by far the best 
talanced aggregation, 23 it was well 
represented in practically every event. 
The Illini clinched the meet by winning 
the relay race from Chicago after a 
hard battle. When the relay race was 
started Illinois had 31 points, Leland 
Stanferd 28 and Chicago 18. 

The victory for the Pacific Coast 
athletes and third place for Illinois 
would have swung the tide to the 
Stanford team, but the two first run- 
ners, Steltz and Scott, dropped so far 
behind that it was impossible for the 
two speedy Westerners, Miller and Wy- 
man, to put the team back into the race. 
Stanford finished far in the rut, in 
fourth place, with Minnesota, the only 
other starter, last. Illinois scored in 
all but four of the 15 events on the pro- 
gram. They failed to score in the 100- 
yard dash, one-mile run, 120-yard hur- 
dles and the shotput, but in all the oth- 
er events the orange and blue was wel) 
toward the front.

Leland Stanford’s men had more in- 
dividual stars than any other team, as 
they secured five firsts, while Illinois 
won only two of the individual events, 
and Chicago also took two firsts.. Stan- 
ford won the 40-yard dash, the half 
mile, the pole vault, the hammer throw 
and the shotput. Two Leland Stanford 
athletes—Crawford and Miller—were tled 
for individual honors, with 10 points 
each. \ 

Crawford won the shotput and ham- 
mer throw, while Miller captured the 
quarter and half-mile runs, 

No records were broken, and in only 
a few instances were the old marks 
even threatened by the aspiring ath- 
letes.

Set of Rules Prepared by Cab- 
anne for Safe Driving Are 
Strongly Indorsed. 











The ordinances for the regulation on 
street traffic in St. Louis is the sub- 
ject of much discussion in automobile 
circles, because a large number of if 
previsions apply to automobiles, and 
the manner in which they are to be 
driven. The same motorists of St. Louis 
do not object to proper and just regula- 
tion of speed and of the right ef way 
on the streets because they are as anx- 
ious to have “joy riding’’ and “scrub- 
bing’’ prevented and punished as are 
the citizens who walk er drive horses. 
The provision of the proposed ordi- 
nance which keeps slow-moving vehi- 
cles, such as trucks and drays, near 
the curb line, is approved as the one 
step that will prevent accidents and 
congestion of the streets. 

A set of reguiatiens fer automobillsts, 
which bear the stamp of good common 
sense and safety, has been prepared 
by Gratiot Cabanne of the Oldsmobile 
branch. They are quoted from the May 
number of The Auto Review: 

1. When passing a street car which 
has come to a stand from behind go 
slow, as it is dangerous to pass on eith- 
er side, unless your car is under per- 
fect control, so you can step in its 
length. 

2. In passing street car which has 
stepped, going in opposite direction, al- 
ways go slow, as a pedestrian may step 
eut from behind street car, and un- 
less your car is under contre] so it can 
be stopped in less than its length, there 
is danger. 

3. In passing street car from behing 
on the right go slow, as passengers are 
apt to step off front platform with their 
back to you. 

4. In passing all covered delivery wag- 
ons going in either direction, go slow, 
as the driver of the wagon may jump 
out to deliver a bundle before his wag- 
on has come to a stop. 

5. In turning corners to the left always 
keep to your right. Don't cut across 
the short way, as it is against the law 
and in case of accident you are liable 
for damages. 

6. Slew down at the intersection of all 
cross streets. 

7. Blow your horn at intersection of 
all streets. 

8. Pass all vehicles going in same di- 
rection in which you are going, on their 
left, provided you don’t have to go to 
the left ef the middle of the street. If 
you haven't room to pass on their left 
without going to the left of the middle 
ef the street, slow down; stay behind 
them until you have room, ag you are 
violating the law to pass them on their 
right. 

9. Always slow down and use _ horn 
when you see one or more children play- 
ing either on sidewalks, in yards or 
lots, as they are apt to run in front 
ef yeur car without looking. 

10, Always slow down when you are 
following wagons or streets cars on 
which children are stealing a ride; also 
when you see passengers going to get 
off, as they don't always wait to get 
off at street crossings. 

ll, Always slow down and use horn. 
when children are on bicycles or skates" 
in the street or on sidewalks, as they 
are apt to fall in front of car.

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EADS BRIDGE 19 
CALLED UNWISE 


Friends of Free Structure De- 
clare Proposed Plan Is 
Unconstitutional.

WOULD BE _ EXPENSIVE 


Fundamental Law Prohibits 


Public Aid of Railroad 
Companies. 





The suggestion of Robert Moore, 8. 
M. Felton and Prof. C. M. Woodward 
that the city lease or acquire the Eads 
Bridge and that the ‘money voted by 
the peeple for a free bridge be used to 
aid in tHe construction of a railroad 
bridge at the foot of Poplar street is 
opposed by friends of the free bridge 
on the ground that the Eads Bridge is 
an old structure, unsuitable and prob- 
ably unsafe for heavy traffic, and that 
it would be unconstitutional for the 
city to appropriate money to aid the 
railroads to build a bridge. ' 

Relative to the unconstitutienality of 
the proposed scheme, Arthur B. Barrett, 
a lawyer, who is chairman of the Unit- 
ed Free Bridge Committee, said, in 4a 
communication yesterday to the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“This municipality is forbidden to lend 
its aid or credit in furtherance ef the 
interests of the railroad companies, and 
to build for them a bridge would he 
prohibited by the State Constitution, 
but we can build ard operate a bridge 
for self-protection, even if the railroads 
are allowed to use it. But only such 
‘Tailroads can use the bridge as obtain 
a license or charter from our Municipal 
Assembly, en terms dictated by the As- 
sembly te the railroads.”’ 


Starter of Subway Scheme. 

Mr. Barrett characterized the pro- 
posed trade of the Eads Bridge to 
the city for its free bridge fund as the 
starter of a big subway scheme for the 
benefit of interests fathering the plan. 

Mr. Moore, Mr. 
Woodward, in their report to the Com- 
mercial Club Friday night favoring the 
acquisition of Eads Bridge by the city; 
stated that it is no longer suitable for 
railroad traffic. It is generally known 
that most of the heavy freight trains 
are diverted over the Merchants’ Bridge 
because the Eads Bridge is not regarded 
as strong enough to carry such heavy 
loads. 

Isaac H. Lionberger, who has been one 
of the most active opponents of the free 
bridge but who favors the plan te ac- 
quire the Eads Bridge, told a Post- 
Dispateh reporter recently that the old 
bridge is not strong enough to handle 
the heavy freight trains of the present 
day. The bridge was constructed years 
ago, he said, when railroad cars were 
much lighter than they are now, and 
it Was never intended for use by such 
heavy trains as Be now operated by all 
standard railroads. ~ 

Plan to Aid Bonrdholders, 

W. S. McChesney, president of the 
Terminal Association, which owns the 
Eads Bridge, is absent from the city, 
and so could not be questioned yester- 
day as to its eondition. 

Mr. Barrett thinks he scents a scheme 
on the part of the members of the Com- 
mercial Club to safeguard the interests 
ef the bondholders of the Eads Bridge 
by trading it to the city for the new 
bridge, and also to get possession™of a 
ready-made subway in the heart of the 
city. Mayor Kreismann agrees with 
Mr. Barrett that the money voted for 
the free bridge could not be used to ac- 
quire the Eads Bridge, or to aid the 
railroads in building a bridge of their 
own. 

Mr. Barrett is one of those who do 
not believe that the bridge arbitrary has 
been removed. He contends that the ar- 
bitrary has merely been changed in 
name and has been added to the freight 
rates on through shipments from the 
East, and has been wholly retaincd with- 
in 100 miles, thus imposing a heavy bur- 
den on all the coal received in this 
city. 

Mr. Barrett contends also that the 
Charter granted to St. Louis by Con- 
gress to build the bridge cannot be 
transferred to the railroads. He insists 
that the Chouteau avenue site is good 
for the free bridge, as much of the 
traffic that cemes ever it will be hauled 
in cars.

Mr. Scharff referred to the advant- 
ages particularly to farmers to be de- 
rived from stock-excahnge and beard 
of trade methods. 

“Tt is a pity,” he said, “that the 
country at large does not fully realize 
the advantages gained’ through such 
business organizations as are repre- 
sented here tonight. A prejudice against 
our business in some quarters seems te 
be growing less, however, and the time 
will come when it will have entirely 


disappeared. 
“The intelligence of the farmer is 





growing and his knowledge of up-to- 


date business methods is increasing. He 
is fast coming to a realization of the 
fact that through the accumulation of 
stocks of grain in reserve he is enabled 
to find a larger and better market for 
his product than if he depended upon 
his own individual efforts to market 
his crops... 

During the last week No. 2 cash wheat 
was quoted at $1.65, a record price, on 
the St. Louis market. This meant that 
the farmer who brought a bushel of 
wheat of that quality to St. Louis could 
sell it for $1.65—a condition without 
precedent here. 


Plea for Deep Waterway. 

A plea for deep waterways was made 
by Mr. Scharff in his speech. 

“The railroads in prosperous times,” 
he said, “are not equal to the tasks 
of carrying the growing commerce of 
our country. We have at our very doors 
& natural means of transpertation which 
has been sadly neglected, Starting from 
a modest effort the sound of our voice 
has grown in strength and vigor and 
the call bas been reverberated through- 
out the land. State legislatures have 
awakened, the national government is 
aroused. But the beginning has only 
been made and thai beginning here is 
the awakening sentiment in :mproving 
our water course, demanding that the 
God-given facilities at our command be 
utilized.”’ 

Speeches were also made ty Mayor 
Kreismann, who welcomed the visitor» 
and invited them to return to attend 
the Centennial anniversary in October, 
and J. C. Murray, a director of the 
Chicago Board of Trade. John L. Mess- 
more was toastmaster.

REUNION PLANS 


Dr. J. T. Binkley of Shawnee-. 
town, Ill., Did Not Kill Self, 
Relatives Say, 





Dr. John T. Binkley Jr. of Shawnee- 
town, Ill., son of Dr. John T. Binkley, 
who was found dead under mysterious 


circumstances in the Wellington Hotei, 
in Chicago Wednesday, declares that 
his father was murdered for robbery, 
and says there {s no ground for the 
theory that he committed suicide. 

The younger Dr. Binkley and his 
mother, widow of the slain man, were 
at Unien Station last night, on their 
way to Chicago. They buried the body 
in Shawneetown yesterday morning and 
came to St. Louis at 5:60 p. m., on their 
way back to Chicago, to continue the 
investigation of the death of the elder 
Dr. Binkley. 

‘My father possessed but one revolver 
and that was found in his Shawneetown 
home after the tragedy,’”’ Dr. Binkley 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. “His 
grip was found rifled in another part 
of the hotel, and his watch and wallet 
were missing.”’ 

On Way to Reunion, 

A pathetic feature of the death of Dr. 
John T. Binkley was that the tragedy 
put an end te plans for a family reun- 
ion in Montreal, Canada, to which place 
he was on his way when killed, and 
stopped a trip te Europe, contemplated 
by his sen and other members of the 
family. 

Dr. John T. Binkley, his wife and son, 
George Upchurch, his son-in-law; Mrs. 
Upchurch, his daughter, and Miss El- 
eanor Upchurch, his granddaughter, 
were in Chicage Wednesday on their 
way to Montreal. It was planned that 
Dr. Binkley and his wife and Upchurch 
were to go to Waukesha, Wis., for a few 
days, and that the rest were to join 
them in Montreal. 

At the last moment, Dr. Binkley, the 
elder, said that he would stay in Chi- 
cago another day. At 4:30 p. m. Wednes- 
day the younger Dr. Binkley took his 
mother and Upchurch te the railway 
etation, and Mrs. Upchurch and Eleanor 
went out shopping. Dr. Binkley, the 
elder, remained in his reom in the Wel- 
lington Hotel. 

Called Suicide at Hotel. 

Mrs. Upchurch and her daughter re- 
turned at 5 p. m. and feund Dr. Bink- 
ley dead from a bullet wound. Mrs. 
Binkley and her sen-in-law were sum- 
moned from Waukesha the next day. 

When the son reached the hotel, he 
was informed by the hotel officials and 
the police that his father had commit- 
ted suicide. When he set about to in- 
vestigate, he found the robbed grip 
and discovered the loss of the watch and 
pocketbook. This resulted: in a further 
investigation by*® the police, which is 
siill under way.

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WEST SURPRISES 
SENATOR OLIVER 


Says He Did Not Know Facts 
Involved in Nevada Tax 
Dispute.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Senator Oli- 


ver of Pennsylvania expressed great 


surprise tonight at his indictment by a 
Federal grand jury in Goldfield, Nev. 
The indictment, which names him among 
other officers and directors’ of the Pitts- 
burg Sfiver Mining Co., accused them 
of attempting to defraud the Govern- 
ment taxes due. 

Mr. Oliver is the recently-elected mil- 
HMonaire member of the Senate from 
Pittsburg. He succeeded Philander C. 
Knox when Mr. Knox became Secretary 
of State in the Taft Cabinet. 

Senator Oliver tonight made a sweep- 
ing denial of knowledge of the facts 
involved in the tax dispute. 

He said his name had been brought 
into the case on account of his being a 
director of the company involved. He 
said he had only incidentally learned 
there was some matter of taxation in 
dispute between the company and the 
State and he was satisfied no illegal 
acts had been committed. 

Indictments were voted against the 
following: 


Oliver, vice-president; T. J. Crump, sec- 
retary-treasurer; John 8. Weller, gen- 
eral counsel, all of Pittsburg; George O. 
Bradley, general manager, Blair, Nev.; 
Directors Ralph E. Flynn and J. G. 
Splane of Pittsburg; C. Y. Fuller and M. 
A. Carton of Utica, N. Y.; Frank Knox, 
Salt Lake, Utah; J. H. Brown, Wilming- 
ton, Del. 
Family of Business Men, 

Senator George T. Oliver comes of 
a Pittsburg family of great business ac- 
umen, his father having started the 
family fortune by getting a share in a 
Government harness contract at the 
opening of the Civil War. 

It-is said that while the other con- 
tractors, who had almost the entire 
job of supplying the harness, went off 
to celebrate their getting it, “‘‘Hank”’ 
Oliver put in his time cornering all the 
leather in sight, and then had the eth- 
ers at his mercy. 

In a similar way George’s brother, 
also named ‘‘Hank,’”’ cornered much of 
the iren ore land and was able te make 
Carnegie pay a ransom in order te get 
what he wanted for his steel works, 

Born in Ireland, 


in 1848, while his parents were en a visit 
to that country. He studied law and 
practiced until 1881, when he went inte 
the steel industry, where he still is. 
In 1900, having blossomed out into a 
politician, he: found it advisable to buy 


several. 

He was always a Quay man, and 
when he ran for the Senate he did so 
against James Francis Burke, who was 
the choice ef Hon. Philander C. Knox 
and Mr. Frick. He proved that he had 
learned his lesson from Quay by -get- 
ting the votes of a majority of the leg- 
Islators. before Knox and Frick had 
time to pull the wires fer their candi- 
date. 

Senator Oliver is said to be worth $6,- 
000,000. He is a small man, physically, 
a strict party man, has a sense of hu- 
mor, and has more the appearance of 
a student or scientist than of a practic- 
al politician.

Roosevelt rode faster on a horse, 
but Taft goes in an automobile, and 
takes much less time to go the same 
distance.

Sixty-Seventh Anniversary 
of Marriage. 





Swinging the village smith’s heavy 
siedge has brought the fulness of years 
and the comfort of a hale old age to 
John and Margaret Schwind of Belle- 
ville, who have traveled the road of 
life together 67 years. To their joint la- 
bor, beside the flaming forge at their 
crossroads shop, they attribute their 
vigorous health. 

The muscles in Schwind’s brawny 
arms were in truth as strong as iron 
bands when he opened the shop, near- 
ly half a century ago, but he had no 
monopoly on brawn, for his wife swung 
the 100-pound sledge as easily as he, 
and she was an invaluable aid in a time 
when help was hard to get. 

Both Pass Eighty-Sixth Year, 

The blacksmith and his wife, who 
live at 702 Bristow street, Belleville, are 
past their eighty-sixth birthdays. They 
celebrated the sixty-seventh anniversary 
of their marriage last Friday. They 
have ene wish in common, that they 
may die together. 

‘“‘T remember an incident that occurred 
when I was a boy in Germany,” Schwind 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
day. “There was an old couple who cei- 
ebrated their golden wedding annivar- 
sary in the little town where I lived. 
A part of the celebration was going to 
the church and having’ the marriage 
ceremony repeated. 

“Just after the priest had finished 
the ceremony the man dropped dead, 
and, inside of half an hour, his wife 
had died, teo. That is the best way and 
my wife and I have often wished we 
may die the same way.” 

Mrs. Schwind, who was standing near- 
by when her husband related the inci- 
dent, nodded her head approvingly, as 
she sat down to finish cleaning the let- 
tuce for the family supper.

So 
he confronted O’Neill with the con- 
fession and the prisoner finally broke 
down and repeated the story of how 
he had killed the policeman. 

“Two other men, whose names ! 
will not reveal, and I committed a 
burglary at a jewelry store on West 
Sixty-third street,” O’Neill told 
O’Brien. “I was walking in West 
Sixty-third street and had considera- 
ble of the plunder in my possession 
the morning I saw the policeman 
turn into Wentworth Avenue from 
Sixty-third Street. A pal was with 
me, and as I saw the policeman I 
said: ‘There is the bull that searched 
me a couple of nights ago.’ 

“Fearing that he would grab me 
and find the stolen stuff on me, I 
drew my gun, and as he came to- 
wards me I fired at him. Then I 
fired a second shot as he staggered 
toward me. My companion and I 
both ran and escaped. 


“T have been unable to sleep ever 
since. I awaken during the night. 
Then I see the dead policeman before 
me. My head goes into a whirl. I 
am going crazy. I am giad I have 
told of the affair, because I want to 
be punished for it, so that I can 
meet God with a clear conscience. 

“Tl want to be taken back to Chi- 
cago ang tried. I will plead guilty. 
I do not care if they hang me for it. 
TI’ will not reveal the name of my 
companion, nor will I tell anything 
further about the affair. It is the 
fear of God and my being haunted 
by the policeman I killed that caused 
me to confess and talk in my sleep 
about it, if I really did such a thing.” 

O’Nelll admitted that he knew who 
the murderers of Walsh are, but de- 
clares he will not reveal their names. 
He stated that the revolver used 
in the killing of Policeman Mack- 
aneny was the one with which 
Walsh was killed. Before being ied 
back to hig eéll O'Neill said it was 
not his intention to kill the police- 
man, but to stop him and take his re- 
volver away from him, so that he 
(ONeill) could escape without be- 
ing searched. | 

While employed by the Great 
Northern Railroad at Whitefish, 
Mont., several years ago, it is/said 
O'Neill and a companion planned the 
robbery of an express train. O’Neill’s 
companion lost his nerve and then 
revealed the plan to another man. A 
few weeks later the train was held 
up, the express car dynamited and 
a large sum of money taken. 


After the robbery, O’Neill, fearing 
that he would be implicated in the 
affair and arrested because he had 
originally planned the robbery, fled 
from Montana and came to St. Louis. 
It is believed that he was implicated 
in a number of robberies here before 
he went to Chicago. 

The police of Chicago are now 
searching for a mysterious “George,” 
believer by them to be the companion 
O’Neill referred to in bis sleep and 
the man who killed Walsh. The prin- 
cipal witnees in the clearing of this 
mystery will be Anna Walsh, who 
saw the man who murdered her 
brother and is positive that-ehe can 
identify him. 

The police believed that possibly 
O'Neill might have killed Walsh 
also and Miss Walsh was taken to 
the Joliet Penitentiary to look the 
prisoner over, but she is positive that 
he is not the man. On the night of 
the murder she was awakened by the 
opening of a door and screamed for 
her brothers. While Leo Walsh went 
for a gun, his brother Albert burst 
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streamed into the room and the girl 
has. since been haunted with a vivid 
picture of the murderer as he shot 
her brother before attempting to 
escape. 
Since the death of Policeman Mack- 
aneny the oldest daughter, Margaret. 
21 years old, has cared for the six 
other children. She cooks for the 
prisoners at the Englewood Polic 
Station and sews.

Some time ago I was going to the 
capital of this State. I had my In- 
dian head dress on when I boarded 
the train. I walked down the aisle 
looking for a seat, end found there 
was just one seat available in the 
whole car, and that half of that was 
occupied by a woman. No sooner 
had | sat down when she _ turned

He spoke 
to me in elegant English. 

“Beg your pardon, mister, but will 
you tell me who you are?’ 

I knew what my questioner wanted 
to find out.

But this was as nothing comparea 
to the insults heaped on me a few 
days later.

1 was sitting beside an open win- 
dow, engrossed in reading a story in 
a current magazine, when I felt some- 
one pulling a hair in my beard. As 
I looked up I found that two bovs 
stood outside the car, beside the 
track, close by where I was sitting, 
and were giggling and having a 
funny joke on me I was not dis- 
posed to iook on this affair as fun- 
ny; but I could not dv anything, 


around and began to boldly stare in 
my face. It was my turban that most 
interested her. Presently she said: 

“Is it not too bad to have your 
head bandaged so? What kind of an 
accident did you have?” 

“The accident of being born in In- 
dia, madam, and traveling in a curi- 
osity-cursed .country. I don’t need 
sympathy, since my head does not 
hurt me.” 

What monumental ignorance did 
this question reveal, I thought to 


myself.

I remember a somewhat analogous 
incident. A woman who moved ‘'n 
the most exclusive set of a Western 
city not far from St. Louis (I pur- 
posely withhold the name) brought 
a wet towel and began to rub my 
forehead vigorously with it. When 
asked to explain why she did so, she 
said she was trying to see if she 
could rub off the brown stain from 
my face. She declared I spoke Eng- 
iish “like an American,” andishe was 
trying to discover if I was merely 
masquerading as an Fast Indian for 
some ulterior purpose. I was en- 
raged at the performance: but the 
woman went about it in such earnest- 
ness that to this day I never have 
been able to decide whether she was 
cracking a joke at my expense or was 
in earnest, actuated by prejudice and 
ignorance. 

The white man and woma” are bad 
enough in not having their curiosity 
under control; but the negro is still 
worse. I can best illustrate this by 
an incident that happened to me in 
Chicago, at the time of the last Re- 
publican Convention. 

I wanted to go to the convention 
to see what it was like, and I went 
to the office of the cecretary to en- 
deavor to obtain a ticket of admis- 
sion. The office of the man I had 
to see in order to get what I was 
after was on the second floor of the 
Coliseum. 


The corridor in front of this of- 
fice was packed with prominent poli- 
ticians and political bosses and news- 
paper correspondents. I had to wait 
10 minutes before being admitted. As 
stood watching the chattering 
crowd, a man tapped me on the shoul- 
der. He was a great ceal taller than 
I, and as I looked up | found that 
he was dressed in expensive clothes. 

He wore gold-rimmed spectacles. 
A massive chain bridged his twb 
lower waistcoat pockets and from 
this hung a huge gold fob. He had 
on his finger two or th: 2e sparkling 
diamond rings, and carried a gold- 
headed cane in his hand. A diamond 
stud adorned the front of his stiff- 
bosomed shirt. These details Im- 
pressed me as I scanr2d this man’s 
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which has made his escape from the 
zoo and was now a* large on the St. 
Louis streets for the special purpose 
of furnishing amusement for its citi- 
zens. Three years in the United 
States have rendered this thing a 
matter of course to me, and unless 
the rudeness is of too pronounced a 
type to escape my notice, I fail to 
take an, cognizance of it whatever. 

But there is a patrenizing ‘treat- 
ment that th: people accord to the 
stranger which I most deeply resent, 
and I am never at a ioss to express 
my resentment in words. One day 
recently I had an experience with a 
wealthy St. Louis woman that aptly 
illustrates the point I am making. I 
was introduced to her and, my name 
—Singh—being very similar to the 
Chinese name Sing, she asked me if I 
was a Chinaman. 

I had grown tired of being taken 
for what I was not, and I said, part- 
ly in chagrin and parily in mischief, 
that I was. 

“You talkee English?” 

“Smallee.”’ 

‘We are doing China muchee good. 
We send missionaries to. your heath- 
en people to make them Christians.” 

“So?” 

“By an’ by your people lose their 
savageness and become Melicanized— 
civilized.” 

“So?” 

“Isn't it awful the way your wom- 
en bindee their feet?’ 

“Yes. And is it for your good and 
the good of your progeny that you 
should crush in your waist with cor- 
sets?” I asked passionately, almost 
savagely. In my exasperation at the 
holier-than-thou feeling exhibited by 
my tete-a-tete, I forgot that I was 
pretending to be a Chinese who un- 
derstood English but imperfectly. 
My words, uttered without any trace 
of foreign accent, so far as the effect 
they produced was concerned, might 
as well have been a_ thunderbolt 
hurled at the woman from the clear 
sky. They stung her. 

A foreigner sojourning in the 
Southwest cannot but notice. that 
there are many things about the peo- 
ple here that are not just right. Take 
the women, for instance. They seem 
to be made by the stores. - Their fig- 


‘ures are all of a certain girth, clothes 


all after a certain pattern, hair done 
up in a certain style of certain di- 
mensions. 
The women all look alike. They 
lack individuality, in their clothes 
= appearance. Fashion-mad as 
women are, they cannot ve 
rendabiy criticise the horrid fash 
ions that enslave the Oriental wom- 
en. Take it in the matter of the 
Chinese women binding their feet, 
as an illustration. A chiropodiast 
here in St. Louis tells me that the 
feet of the great majority of the 
women of this city and elsewhere are 
fearfully deformed by bunions and 
corns, brought on by wearing shoes 
many sizes too small for them. 
Similarly, some of the pulpit meth- 


ods that are in vogue in St. Louis— 
and for that matter, all over the 
United States—imp:ess an Oriental as 
being fa- from legitimate, much less 
worthy of being assoc’ated with such 
& sacred thing °s religion. I have 
heard some of ‘he St. Louis clergy- 
men preach. They seem to me to 
speak in, a patronizing, demagogic 
style—to go thrcugh theatrical poses 
and ‘ gestures—and their face and 
form appear more like an acrobat's 
going through an uncanny, wierd per- 


formance than that of a religious de- 


votee leading the people to God. 


To be perfectly frank, in the pres- 
ence of such a reli, ious leader I have 
found myself listening anc gazing at 
an, actor who was paid for appearing 
on the stage, rethaining there for a 
certain number of minutes, and per- 
forming his act for the delectation 
of the spectators assembled. Some of 
the pastors here make free use 
of slang, and their. :anguage is 
far from refined. Some of them even 
go to the length of employing strong 
terms which, in all dec:ncy, are in- 
terdicted from the realm of genteel 
society. 

But after all is said and considered, 


there is littie to criticise in the 
Southwest. There is a great deal 
more to admire than to condemn. 

Probably the best thing about the 
Southwest is the fact that it offers 
unique opportunity to everyone who 
is here or®umes here. This is espe- 
cially true of the city of {.t. Louis. 

Opportunities and conditions are 
such that poverty, instead of pinch- 
ing, dwarfing and limiting the rising 
generation, proves ar *invalucbie 
spur, enlarging and ennobling their 
minds and setting them free. ‘ Those 
who were brought up in poverty ac: 
quire what would ap ear to an Ori- 
ental a fabulous sum of money, by 
the mere ingenuity of their brain and 
the sweat of their brow. , 

The wealth of this part of tae 
country seems to be under the control 
of men raised on farms or bred in 
mechanics’ cottages—men who, ag 
boys, were, so to speak, without op- 
portunities, and if born in India 
under the same circumstances* would 
have gone thrcuzgh life without ed- 
ucation or a. chance to rise in the 
world. - Some of the men who have 
made vast fortunes in St. Louis and 
the territory around it, I understand, 
were, as a rule, without a dollar 
when they began. They are men who, 
in the most literal sense of the word, 
owe their prosperity to grim poverty 
—to the inestimable traning they se- 
cured while painfully passing througn 
the University of Ha.d, Swift Kicks. 


The boys of St. Lov’s do not have 
to refer to encyclopedias and books of 
biography in order to derive inspira- 
tion manfully to struggle during mo- 
ments of dismal dar/nesrs and de- 
pression—during the lot, grinding 
years while they are qualifying them- 
selves. The present generation of ‘he 
Southwest has merely to loo" around 
and see scores of people who begun 
their lives in cottages and now dweii 
in castles. The most successfu] men 
around them begun their careers in 
shirt sleeves, with grimy, calloused 
hands. 

The wonderful opportunities of this 
section impressed themselves upon 
me forcibly the other day, and at the 
same time I gained an insight into 
the quality of character that has 
made St. Louis what it is by giving 
her a splendid manhood. I was talk- 
ing wit’ a little fellow, just turned 
14—a lad without a mother or fa- 
ther, who makes his home at the 
Newsboys’ Home. This boy was wel] 
dressed, well fed, and wore a splendid 
Irish smile. 

He declared that he was paving his 
board, street ca’ far s and the price 
of his downtown lunch, had bougm 
himself a good suit of clothes and 
was laying by money aga-nst a rainy 
day. He had secured a in a 
trust company downtown, and he was 
already planning some day “to be ar 
the head of a big banking concern.” 
Now. how could vou expect to keep 
a city from rising in the scale of 
character and so long as 
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it can furnish youngsters with grit 
like that? 

One of the most attractive features 
of the Southwest, to my mind, is the 
fact that there is here no caste feel- 


solutely unknown, is more of a curi- 
osity to the people here than any- 
thing else. The citizens hereabouts 
do not appear to be able to dissociajg 
life from work of some kind. 

One of the very first questions peo- 
ple seem to ask concerning the new- 
comer is “What does he do?” The 
theory, it has been explained to me, 
is that all wealth, advancement, 
strength and refinement, in a civic 


or national sense, ultimately rest on amoun 


labor. A man must work or he will 
starve. If he does not work himself, 
someone else works or has worked 
to support him. 

One of the most common arguments 
I hear in this territory is that by 
work and various industrial, devel- 
oping and commercial enterprises 
alone we lay up the surplus called 
nat‘onal prosperity. The Southwest. 
seems to rest secure upon the work 
of its wage-earners. Working men 
have equal social privileges with 
hose engaged in the so-called genteel

Side-splitting comedice 
abound, in which the wearied mind 
can find hearty enjoyment without 
exhaustion. 

Even the more pretentious scenes, 
with their elaborate plots, call for uo 
excessive exercise of the ind to fol- 
low them, everything being acted in 
pantomime and having to be clear and 
comprehensible, even to an extreme. 

Besides, many beautiful and _ in- 
structive scenes from geography and 
travel are shown. They afford recre- 
ation without much mental fatigue. 
The spectators are able to glide lazily 
along with the progress_of the pic- 
tures much as if seated in a train or 
upon the deck of a ship. It is rare 
that repulsive or morbid subjects are 
shown. 

Again, there is little heart-wringing 
tragedy displayed. The moving pic- 
ture atories usually end with “They 
lived happily ever afterwards.” This 
is also pronounced beneficial by neu- 
ropaths, there being almost a com- 
plete absence of depressing and sad- 
dening effects. 

There is, however, plenty of adven- 
ture in the usual nickelodeon pro- 
gram. One may see Sherlock Holmes 
compassed by dangers and villains, 
but extricating himself and bringing 
his enemies to confusion by sheer 
cool courage and cleverness. 

“Nat Pinkerton, the great detec- 
tive,”” solves desperate problems be- 
fore one’s eyes and brings about the 
punishment of the foes of the law. 
Sometimes women, paragons of fidel- 
ity and beauty, are mauve to suffer 
through several hundred feet of films, 
but the spectator Las a comfortable 
surety that virtue will triumph in the 
end. This anticipation is rarely dis- 
appointed. 

One alienist in St. Louis has de- 
veloped the use of the moving picture 
in mental healing to the extent that 
he frequents the shows himself in 
order to find suitable programs t» 
which to subject his patients.

that physicians will begin to sub- 


scribe to the moving picture show 
periodicals in which long lists of new 
subjects of films are advertised, Thus 
they can pick out those suitable to 
the different patients.

knowledged that a scene which would 
be medicine for one patient would ve 
poison for another. 

“For instance,” says an alienist, ‘it 
would be almost criminal to subject 
a patient with a suicidal mania to a 
scene portraying an act of self-fic- 
struction, or a kleptomaniac to an 
exhibition of theft. To a religious 
paranoiac, however, both these scenes 
might be refreshing and harmless.” 

The film manufacturers issue pros- 
pectuses In which, in high-flown lan- 
guage, the contents of «ach film is 
described. These, it is believed, will 
now be sent to neurologists as weil 
as to the exhibitors of moving pic- 
tures 

Looking through hig lists,the alieu- 
ist will find a prospectus labeled 
“Wilhelm Tell.” Having a melan- 
cholic patient in whom he wishes to 
induce a reversion of mentality, he 
will read the description carefully 
for any suggestion of the morbid. 
Finding only a story of heroism, he 
will ascertain a what theater this 
particular play is being produced, and 
send his patient thither.

WELVE colonies of farmers from 
T nine foreign lands—men and 
women who aave known noth- 
ing all their lives but endless toil and 
who, kneeling in the f-:lds to crumble 
the soil with their hands, make 10 
acres yie'd more than an American 
farmer can wring from 20—ere now 
ourishing in Missouri, Arkansas and 
klahoma. 

In Missouri alone are 10,000,000 
acres of undeveloped lands. With 
the lure of the big cities, these acres 
dre likely to remain rv :cultiyated, so 
far as the sons of the farmers are 

neerned, though the p:znic of 1907 

id drive many of them back to -he 
land. 

To prevent these great fields from 
eres waste, as well as to attempt 

remedy for the congestion of immi- 
grants in the Eastern States, the 
Missouri Immigration Association, jn 
co-operation with the railroads of 
the Southwest, has for several years 
Supervised the settling of farmers 
fovea Europe upon vacant lands in 
this section. 

The work has now begun to bear 
fruit.

When Baron Mayor des Planches, Italy’s Ambassador to the United 
States, visited Tontitown, in Arkangas, he was astonished as he drove 
through the surrounding country to note the wonderfully cropped vine- 
yards, flourishing fields and well-crimmed orchards.

Although Israel Zangwill says thut 
Jews are not farmers, there is a pros- 
perous colony of Hebrew tillers of 
the soil in Webster County, near Sey- 
mour. Two years ago they were pa- 
per hangers, typesetters and sweat- 
shop operatives in Chicago, until the 
Immigration Association rescued 
them and took them out into the free 
air of the country. 

Their city and s’ »p palior has been 
replaced with an out-of-doors brown. 
The first settlers have acted as mis- 
sionaries among their relatives and 
friends in St. Louis and Chicagu 
many of whom have | -en persuaded 
tc go to Seymour. 

Finally, there is another well-to-do 
German colony in Dade County, near 
Lockwood, whose lend has doubled 
and trebled in value, whue the price 
of surrounding ground has stood still.

“Citizens like this are worth hav- 
ing, particularly in the sparsely culti- 
vated Southwest. Instead of jamming 
them into the cities, where an absence 
of- means of livelihood leads them 
into crime, we pick them up and ;:t 
them down in the country, where they 
are at home and know just what to 
do. 

“American farmers don’t like to 
work as well as these foreigners do. 
For generations the latter have been 
toiling from the earliest dawn to the 
latest moment they have light enough 
to see in the fields. But our South- 
ern farmer has not yet recovered from 
the effects of slavery. He is prone 
to ‘take it easy’ whenever he gets a 
chance. 

“In our work, we first plant sma?) 
settlernents of foreigners and make 
them as contented as possible. They 
do the rest. Writing back home tu 
neighbors, friends and relatives, thev 
urge them to come at once as re 
cruits for the colony. The effects of 
a settlement such as these are usual- 
ly felt within two years by the rail- 
roads, which find that within that 
time the newcomers have something 
to ship. to the markets.” 

“Tl have toured Europe,” said Mr. 
Hughes, “to get a desirabi> class of 
farmers for settlement itp Missourt. 
Our families came to this country 
with little money—some of them with 
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Jess than $25 in cash—azd settled on 
the Jand and are doing well. 

“Most of them bought the’r land for 
from $10 to $15 an acre, and now they 
would not sell it for $50. They have 
liitle farms and are doing intensive 
farming. If you were to go down 
there now you would find them out 
in the fields breaking up the -clods 
with their hands ang saturating the 
weak soil, painstak.ngly and system- 
atically, square inch by square inch, 
with liquid fertil'zer. You could not 
induce them to give up their happy 
farm life, and they are making voters 
and good citizens. 

“The best way in the world to get 
&@ million population for St. Louis !s 
to develop the land surrounding it. 
When the Missouri lands are devel- 
oped as they should be, a million pop- 
ulation will be forced on St. Louis.” 

More than one million immigrants 
come to America every year, one- 
fourth of them being Italians. This 
problem Mr. Hughes and his associ- 
ates are handling with real states- 
manship, both for America and for 
the strangers. Many -of those who 
land at Ellis Island are more than im- 
migrants; they are aliens in every 
sense, and have no desire to become 
& part of the American people. Many 
go back after a few years, taking their 
savings. Others remain undigested in 
the general mass. 

But there are many who have faced 
migration bravely, who had _ the 
courage to lift their feet from their 
native soil and ceme purposefully to 
the West to make new homes and 
become parts of a new ‘people. Such 
men, says Mr. Hughes, are no more 
aliens than the Pilgrim Fathers.

In New York, following the usual 
course, they found lodging on the low- 
er West Side, and were there in the 
way of being robbed of their most 
valuable Italian inheritance—love of 
soil.

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OMEWHERE far up the face of the Colum- 

S bia River, that giant stream which sepa- 

rates the pire-clad State of Oregon from 

_the rugged peaks of Washington, a little canoe is 
pointing its prow cast~ard, ever eastward. 

In the bow sits an Indian girl, slender of 
limb and fine of face, with her eyes always set 
toward the rising sun. In the stern kneels a 
bronzed and brawny son of the forest—a French- 
man of the Canadas. ihey are man and wife 
now—a Hiawatha and a Minnehaha of this 
twentieth century; Longfellow’s hero and hero- 
fine cume to life again imthese latter days of 
Pullman wedding journeys and :«.<tomobile hon- 
eymoons! 

But theirs was a wooing of the Olden days, gone 
forever now. It was a wooing such as Hiawatha 
made when he laid the deer of the forest at the 
feet of the fair daughter of the old arrow maker. 
And now they are on their own wedding journey 
in the brave little canoe—Los: Bird, the Sioux 
girl; and albert Chalivat, hunter and trapper. 

They mean to cross the continent in their tiny 
craft. They mean to come East where civiliza- 
tion is, where men build cities and know noth- 
ing of the ways of be-sts and birds. And when 
they have seen all they care to see, back they 
will go again—still in the canoe—to iueir own 
beloved wilds, with t'.e fearless Albert handling 
his deft paddle through rapid and shoal, eddy 
and pool, until-they .ce safe home again under 
the stars that shine on forest and prairie just as 
brightly as they shine on chimney pot and pave- 
ment. 

Romantic? Yes! 

But no more romantic than the whole life of 
Zintka Lanuni, the Sioux for Lost Bird. 

Her own mother died, among the Sioux braves 
and bucks when the soldiers killed them in that 
memorable battle on the Dakota Bad Lands, in 
Christmas week, 1890. It wagethe biggest fight 
since the Custer r-assacre in 1876; 400 Indians 
and 40 soldiers of the Seventh Cavalry bled their 
lives out on taat snow-swept plain. Capt. George 
F. Bartlett, who kept a _eneral trading store at 
the Pine Ridge Agency, best tolis the story at 
this late date. 

“At that time,” sayr he, “I was acting Captain 
of the Indian police. Chie‘ Big Foot and his peo- 
ple, hearing of the coming of the ‘=dian Messiah, 
came down from the northern part of Dakota to 
the Pine Ridge Agenc- i- take part in the ghost 
dance. About two hundred soldiers corralled tue 
band at my store and dis:=rmed them. 

“The Indians, their families «ad belongings 
were closcly huddic . together, wlule the soldiers 
mounted guard over them, posting themselves 
‘all around in a horseshoe formation, the Sioux 
in the center. On Dec. 29, 1890, as the soldiers 
lay on their arms, something happened which 
turned the day into one of massacre. 

“I was on the hill, where I could see the whole 
battlefield. A young buck, .-azed from the ghost 
_@ance, suddenly arose in {.e midst of the Indians, 
. @Gischarg: ‘ his rifle and threw a handful of earth 
into tne air. Then someone blundercd—440 lives 
paid the penalty fcr that awful mistake. 

The Indians at first were amazed. Then the 

braver of them, with ..e few guns a‘ their com- 
mand, tried to figit back. This was useless; 
Uncle Sam’s soldier boys—men of the same regi- 
ment that had been nearly wiped out under 
Custer at the Little Big Horn, only too anxious 
to get revenge on tue Sioux—mowed them down 
in swaths. 
} Seeing that they were going to their death, 
the Sioux met it with the stoicism of their race. 
Men, women and ch‘lidren gethered closer to- 
gether, drew their blankets over their heads and 
calmly awaited their fate, At length about one 
hundred Indians, :.st of their tribe, broke for 
the opening in the horseshoe and fled for their 
Hives. The Hitcnkiss guns were trained on their 
fleeing forms, and tue victorious ‘soldiers, as if 
at daily rifle practice, cut them down by dozens 
as they vainly tried tc reich the hills and safety. 
Custc> was avenged! 3 

“On New Year’s .ay, three days ufter the bat- 
Ue, 1 was sent out to the battle s-ound to gath- 
er up any Indians who micht yet be alive. it 
had snowed in the meantime, and rhen my party 
arrived the bodies of the dead In 


cry of a little baby. I turned 
could not place the sound. My 
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mén also thought they had heard the cry. We 
listened again. In a few minutes another plain- 
tive cry reached us, this time fainter than be- 
fore. It came from a pile of deaa Indians off to 
one side. I dismounted at once. Going up to 
the melancholy heap, we found five squaws unde: 
their blankets, all dend. In turning them over 
something undernc..th moved slightly and again 
a baby’s faiht cry was heard by us all. 

“Reaching down among the mass of blankets I 
discovered a little baby girl strapped to its moth- 
er’s dead body. I picked up the child and to 
my utter amazement I found her alive and un- 
hurt—the only living th’-~ tnat Lad survived 
that dreadful day. It was truly a ‘Lost Bird.’ 
The squaws had placed the Little papoose between 
their bodies to shelter it, and not a bullet had 
reached the little one. Under the covering the 
child had lived three days and nights through a 
fierce Dakota Liizzard. 

“I took the baby with me back to the reserva- 
tion ard gave her to a squaw named ‘Long Face’ 
to bring up. With the American troops was a 
citizen soldier, Gen. Leonard W. Colby, a veteran 
of the Civil War and of many an Indian fight. 
He fell in love with the little Indian papoose and 
took her back with him to his home in Beatrice, 
Neb., where he and his wife formally adopted 
Lost Bird,” 

Life wag easier after that for tne little Sioux 
baby. Gen and Mrs. Colby loved the waif from 
the Bad Lands as they might a daughter of their 
own. Nothing was spared in her education. Gen. 
Colby was sent to the State Legislature and little 
Lost Bird went along to Nebraska’s capital. Next, 
Gen. Colby went to Washington as Assistant At- 
torney-General of the United States, and there 
Lost Bird met tLe Great White Father, the Pres- 
ident of the United States. 

In 1901 Lost Bird was sent West again to learn 
the tongue of her cwn people, thus fitting her to 
teach Sioux, which was to be her life’s work. She 
went to the Indian school at Chamberlain, S. D., 
and there progressed remarkably. 

Meanwhile trouble was. brewing. The Govern- 
ment was alloting 320 acres to every Sioux, and 
Lost Bird was entitled to her share just as much 
as the fiercest brave, now pledging himself to fol- 
low the ways of peace. And Sioux Chief Little 
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Cloud stepped forward as Lost Bird’s father, 
claiming the land as her natural guardian. 

Furthermore, he proposed to take Lost Bird 
back to the reservation with him. It chanced 
that in 1906, when Lost Bird was now a beauti- 
ful maiden of 16 summers, Little Cloud was in 
Beatrice, Neb., with a band of braves, giving 
exhibitions. They made a raid on Gen. Colby’: 
house, there to take back Lost Bird, but she was 
gone, much to the disgust of tne big chief. 

Gen. Colby had married a second time only 
the day before, and was away on his wedding 
trip. And Lost Jird had gone to Oregon to live 
with Mrs. Colby No 1—there had been a di- 
vorce—and Lost Bird chose to stay with the only 
mother she had ever Known. So Little Cloud did 
not get the Indian maiden away from the pale- 
faces. What’s more, he was never able to prove 
that she was his daughter. So he in tun adopted 
Dancing Star, the child of a dead friend, to take 
the place of the little papoose he had lost in the 
snow at Wounded Knee. 

Mrs. Colby, now editor of a woman’s paper in 
Portland, gave Los: Bird a home with her—that 
is, until the other day when the lusty Chavilat 
came along. Tall, keen-eyed, slender, muscular; 
full of the poetry of the woods and water, the 
young French-Canadian had gone to Oregon to 
start on a trip to the East as far as Hudson 
Bay and the Atlantic seaboard. He had brought 
along his staunch canoe. As he laid out his route 
it was to be all by water, save for a short carry 
at Griseom Portage. Two men were to go along— 
that is, until he met Lost Bird. 

Impetuous as his Latin forbears, the young 
woodsman fell in love with Lost Bird the first 
day he met her. Within a week it was all set- 
tled. Yes, Lost Bird loved her hunisman-wooer 
and would marry him. 

“It will be my happiness to go with you,” the 
18-year-old Indian maiden said to the handsome 
young fellow of 25. “I hear the forests calling 
where my peo live. I will enjoy the long trip 
in the canoe.” ~ ' a 

So off they paddled—these two; one a waif of 
the forests, the other a waif of the battlefield;

Nobody quarrels with Mr. Taft for 
welcoming Southern people at the 
White House nor for doing what he 
can to obliterate sectionalism and 
war-time prejudices.

But as a matter of practical poli-

The very idea of “abandoning the 
negro race,” as it is called in the 
North, will, it is expected, tend to 
excite a controversy of this kind. 
Southern Democrats, however, will 
not be so likely to be excited by this 
as Northern Republicans. The lat- 
ter, as a rule, know nothing of actual 
conditions as they exist in the 
South, and when they discuss the 
race question are described as eluci- 
dating theories and not deducinz 
principles from things as they exist. 


For instance, it would astonish 
many Northern Republicans to learn 
that a large part of the negro race in 
Arkansas are Democrats today and 
bave been voting the Democratic 
ticket for years. Yet such is the fact. 
In counties in Arkansas where there 
is no Republican machine and no 
vote that can be controlled by Fed- 
eral patronage, over 90 per cent of 
the negro. vote is cast for the Demo- 
cratic ticket. This condition exists 
in many other Southern states. 

It is generally agreed that the en- 
franchisement of the negroes was a 
mistake, The opinion is that if Mr. 
Lincoln had lived it never would 
have been done, as he clearly recog- 
nized the undesirability of giving 
votes to the black race immediately.

Louis XIV, away back in 1722, when 
Kaskaskia was a very insignificant 
part of the domain of -rance, gave 
the Kaskaskia Commons to the par- 
ish of the Immaculate Conception of 
Kaskaskia. Marquette and Joliet ex- 
plored the Illinois and Mississippi riv- 
eis from a point near what is now 
Chicago to Kaskaskia Island. Mar- 
quette alone made the trip to Kas- 
kas'tia, and here he established a 
Catholic mission, a trading post and 
converted Indians to a straight and 
narrow path which they could not 
walk. 

The Kaskaskia Commons is the 
only piece of land left in Illinois of 
that description and comprises some 
6500 acres.
